Blue Ridge, in what is known as the I 
Piedmont region, has long been of I 
both scientific and commercial im­ 
portance, largely on account of the 
variety and abundance of its min­ 
erals In fact, in the number of its 
mineral species North Carolina is 
said to surpass any other 6tate in the , 
union, and a great variety of miner­ 
als has been found in South Carolina, j 
Mining in this region dates back 
before th* time of the settling of I 
America, and early Spanish and En- J 
glish accounts of the discovery and j 
recovery of metals are 
numerous. 
Th* principal mineral resource is 
gold Iron bas been mined to a con­ 
siderable extent, and within recent 
years the monazite industry has at­ 
tained 
some 
importance. 
Besides 
these materials, 
tin, 
copper, lead, 
manganese, pyrite, mica, barite, cor­ 
undum, clay, limestone and granite 
are or have been found and worked 
to some extent. 
Story of Discovery 
The extent of the first authentic 
discovery of tin in the Carolinas is 
interesting. While a student at the 
Kings Mountain high school in 1881, 
Robert T. Clay well found in a street 
of the town a number of pieces of a 
heavy dark colored 
mineral. 
Al­ 
though he was an amateur student 
of mineralogy at that time, he was 
amiable to identify this mineral, but 
ne added it to his collection, where 
it remained unidentifed 
for 
some 
time. This specimen waf turned over 
two years later to Colonel S. McD. 
Tate. who was making a collection of 
North Carolina minerals 
for 
the 
Anteri an Exposition at Boston. It is 
said that Colonel Tate before sending 
this specimen to Boston labeled it 
“Tin.” 
The news of the discovery of tin 
soon spread in Kings Mountain and 
throughout the country. Everyone in 
the town, men. women and children, 
began to hunt for tin. All over the 
eastern part of the town they found 
crystals of cassiterite, 
which 
they 
sold as curios at 5 or IO cents each 
A number of companies were subse­ 
quently formed for the mining of 
tm, but tin minng in the Carolinas 
has been marked by a succession of 
failures ever since the discovery of 
cassiterite in 1881. 
Gold Found Always 
So far as gold is concerned, his­ 
tory relates 
that 
when the early 
Spanish explorers came to America 
they were shown by the Indians rich 
nuggets and ornaments 
of 
gold 
which came from the southern Appa­ 
lachian region. Some of this gold is 
supposed to have come from the Car­ 
olinas. 
In the seventeenth century 
tne Spaniards rained for gold in Geor­ 
gia. and at the close of the eighteenth 
century gold was discovered in Ca­ 
barrus County, NT. C. In 1825 vein 
gold was discovered in Montgomery 
county, and soon afterward in Meck­ 
lenburg county, N. C.
